Cheering news for America at war came today from 
Manila where it was announced American Army bombers 
heavily damaged two more troop-laden Jap transports off 
southern Luzon Island in the Philippines. 
At the same time airmen and ground troops hurled bade 
new- sorties by Japanese landing parties in the northern 
part of the island. 
Four Japanese fighters were shot down by American 
planes that attacked the Nipponese transports off Legaspi 
in the southern section of Luzon. 
Previously four Japanese transports had been sunk and 
three crippled by U. S. Army dive-bombers off northern 
Luzon Island. 
The newest official American announcement gave tho 
lie to a new Japanese imperial headquarters communique 
which set fortli extravagant claims that Japanese forces 
in Luzon Island are “advancing according to plan and 
crushing enemy resistance at every point.” 
All indications were that U. S. and Filipino forces have 
definitely taken the upper hand in the week-old battle of 
the Philippines. 
Major Legrande Diller, p r e ss spokesman for the U. S. 
Far Eastern Army, in announcing the new damage to 
transports significantly pointed out that his communique 
did not include any naval activities. The Navy had releas­ 
ed no details as yet today, and it was considered likely 
that U. S. Naval units, following up their previous successes, had in­ 
flicted further losses on the Rising Sun invaders in the latest action. 
“Enemy activity this forenoon has been limited to sporadic raid* 
on Luz rn,” Major Diller said. 
"We launched an air attack at Legaspi 
early this morning. 
Twfo enemy transports were badly damaged and 
four enemy fighters were shot dm 
At the same time Major Diller 
viously announced sinking of four 
aging of three others off 
the 
northern t oast of Luzon 
The transports were sunk and 
crippled by U. S. Army dive-bomb­ 
ers in the action off the coast at 
Vigan in Uocoa Sur province, last 
Tuesday and 
Wednesday at the 
time, it had been announced only 
that the landing attem pts were 
being successfully resisted. 
I a »**»•* Not Estimated 
The Army spokesman did not 
estim ate the Japanese troop lasses 
in the transport sinking.*, but it 
was believed the ships carried at 
least 600 or 700 officers and men 
each. 
U. S. and Filipino troops were 
reported today to be still engaged 
in hand-to-hand fighting with the 
Jap invaders in the Vigan area. At

Above all, keep cool. 
Don't lose your head. 
Do not crowd the streets, avoid chaos, prevent disorder and 
havoc. 
You can fool the enemy. 
It is easy. 
If planes come over, 
stay where you are. 
Don't phone unnecessarily. 
The chance 
you will be hit is small. 
It is part of the risk we must take to 
win this war. 
Until an alarm, go about your usual business and recreation in 
the ordinary way. 
Think twice before you do anything. 
Don't believe rumors- 
spreading false rumors is part of the enemy's technique. 
Don't 
let him take you in. 
Know your air-raid warning. 
In general, it is short blasts or 
nsing and falling pitch, on whistles or horns. 
The “all clear" is 
a steady tone for 2 minutes. * Watch this paper for description 
of the local signal. 
(This is subject to change.) 
Await official information before taking any action. 
When 
the Air Raid Warden comes to your home, do what he tells you. 
He is for your protection. 
He is your friend. 
He will help you do your part to whip the enemy. 
We can do it. 
We will clo it, if we stay calm and cool and 
strong and alert. 


2. STAY HOHE 


The safest place in an air raid is at home.* 
If you are away from home, get under cover in the nearest 
shelter. 
Avoid crowded places. 
Stay off the streets. 
The enemy wants you to run out into the streets, create a 
mob, start a panic. 
Don't do it! 
If incendiary bombs fall, play a spray from a garden hose 
(never a splash or stream) of water on the bomb. 
Switch to a 
stream to put out any fire started by the bomb. Switch back to 
a spray fbr the bomb. 
The bomb will bum for about 15 min­ 
utes if left alone, only about 2 minutes under a fine wfate: 
spray. 
A je t splash, stream or bucket of water will make 
it explode. 
Under raid conditions, keep a bathtub and buckets full of 
water for the use of the fire department in case water mains 
are broken. 
If you have a soda-and-acid extinguisher (the kind you turn 
upside down), use it with your linger over the nozzle to make a 
spray. 
Don't use the chemical kind (small cylinders of liquid) 
on bombs. 
It is all right for ordinary fires. , 
But above all, keep cool, stay home. 
Choose one member of the family to be the home air-raid 
warden—who will remember all the rules and what to dr. 
Mother nvikes the heist. 


3.EET 
OI T LIGHTS 
Whether or not black-out is ordered* don't show' more light 
than is necessary. 
If planes come over, put out or cover all 
lights at once—don’t wait for the black-out order. 
The light 
that can’t be seen will never guide a Jap. 
Remember a candle 
light may be seen for miles from the air. 
If you have portieres, ovcrdrapes, or curtains, arrange a 
double thickness over your w indow s. 
Blankets will do. 
If you 
have heavy black paper, paste it on your windows. 
Don't 
crowd or stampede stores to get it, however. 
You probably 
have everything you need at home. 
Be ingenious—improvise. 
Should you get an air-raid warning, remember to shut off 
gas stoves, gas furnaces, and gas pilot lights on both.

explosions may blow them out from blast effect. 
Gas that 
collects may be explosive later. 
Prepare one room. the one with the least window glass, in the 
strongest part of your house, for a refuge room. 
Put food and 
drinking w’atcr in it. 
Put a sturdy table in it. 
Put mattresses 
and chairs in it. 
T ake a magazine or two and a deck of ca^ds 
into it. Take things like eyeglasses and dentures with you 
when you go into it. 
Take toilet facilities, paper, a screen. 
If you have a portable radio, take that too. 
Above all, keep 
calm. 
Stay at home, 
Put out lights.

If bombs* start to fall near you. lie dowrn. 
You will feel the 
blast least that way. escape fragments or splinters. 
The safest place is under a good stout table 
the stronger the 
legs the better. t 
A mattress under a table combines comfort with safety. 
The enemy may use explosive bombs or incendiary bombs, or 
both. 
If incendiaries are used, it's more important to deal with 
them than to be safe from blast. 
So defeat the incendiary with a 
spray (never a splash or stream) of water, then go back to safety 
under a table in a refuge room. 
Most raids will likely be over in your immediate neigh­ 
borhood in a short time. 
However, stay under cover till the 
“all clear*’ is sounded. 
Know' your raid alarms.

yell after you hear them coming to you. unless they tell you to.

Glass shatters easily, so stay away from window's. 
Don t go to windows and look out, in an air raid.

O Tuberculosis is everywhere and 
everyone probably picks up a few 
germs from time to time, especial­ 
ly in childhood. Then why do we 
not all get tuberculosis? 
Osier very aptly compared the

immunity to tuberculosis to the 
parable of the sower. The sower 
went forth to sow. Some of his 
seed fell upon stony ground and 
took no root. Some of it was de­ 
voured by the fowls of the air 
(this means that the phagocytes 
and other immune cells of the 
body ate up the germs). Some of 
the seed sprang up but weeds and 
tares choked the plants 
(this 
means the healing power of the 
scar tissue of the body). 
And 
some of them fell on good soil, 
sprang up and multiplied one- 
thousand fold. This, in the ease of 
tuberculosis, means the people 
who have no resistance and whose 
body chemistry suits the germs of 
tuberculosis. 
Low Resistance 
Now who are these people who 
have no body resistance to tuber­ 
culosis? Low resistance has been 
noted in particular races — ne­ 
groes, the American Indian, the 
Irish immigrant to the United 
States of forty years ago were all 
in this class. 
Other distinctions have been 
made on the basis of body coloring 
arid fair people and blonds are 
supposed to have more resistance 
than brunettes. 
Two thousand 
year* ago Hippocrates said that* 
“the whitish, the reddish and the 
blue-eyed wore peculiarly subject 
to pythisical complaints. 
The Germans who, of course, 
didn’t like the idea that anybody 
who was blond and Nordic was an 
easy prey to discase, turned the 
tables and used to say that dark­ 
haired people were subject to tu ­ 
berculosis. 
So far as red hair and tubercu­ 
losis are concerned, it has been 
subjected to a critical analysis at 
the Olive View Sanatorium in Cal­ 
ifornia. Here the color of hair 
and eyes are recorded by the ad­ 
mitting clerk and they now have 
a record of over 10,000 patients 
admitted during the past two dec­ 
ades. 
This allows of clear distinction. 


While it might he possible to have 
a difference of opinion as to shades 
of brown hair, let us say, it is pret­ 
ty generally agreed that a red- 
haired person is red-haired. 
Among ten thousand patients 
with tuberculosis, there were only 
one hundred forty-four recorded 
as having red hair. This does not 
show an unusual susceptibility. 
Of course it is a little unfair to 
compare these with brown-haired 
people, because brown hair would 
naturally he in the majority any 
way. But it is fair to compare the 
death rate among red-haired and 
brown haired people because this 
is based on percentage figures. It 
wa* found that the death rate 
among red-haired people with tu ­ 
berculosis was just the same as 
that of the entire group of pa­ 
tients. Since the death rate would 
indicate an increased susceptibil­ 
ity to the inroads of the disease, 
this may he taken to m*»an that 
red-haired people have about the 
same resistance to tuberculosis as 
anyone else. 
Your complexion has no practi­ 
cal importance on the outcome or 
the course of tuberculosis once 
you get it. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. C. IL:—"Please give a tabla 
of blood pressure, systolic and 
diastolic, and their relationship 
and the average pulse rate.” 
Answer: 
Systolic blood pres­ 
sure means the amount of pres­ 
sure in the arteries at the time of 
the heart’s contraction. Diastolic 
blood pressure means the amount 
of pressure in the blood vessels at 
the time of the relaxation of the 
heart. Blood pressure is measured 
in millimeters of mercury and the 
average for a male or female is 
systolic— 120 millimeters and dias­ 
tolic—80 millimeters. This is how­ 
ever subject to a great deal of 
variation. Diastole should be 40 
points below the systolic pressure. 
The average pulse rate for an 
adult is 72 beats to the minute, 
with a norma! range between CO 
and 90. Any pulse over 90 is con­ 
sidered suspicious.
